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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments directed to the claims does 
not place the application in condition of allowance because: 
Regarding the arguments: 

Claims 23 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cain et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,439,524) in view of 
Chang et aL (U.S. Patent No. 6,040,022), Hamelin etal. (U.S. Publ. No. 2006/0134919), and Fukuda (U.S. Publ. No. 2003/0097987). 
Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection. 

The Examiner disagrees because the references of Cain, Chang, Hamelin and Fukuda reads on the claimed language as rejected in the 
Final rejection dated 7/21/2008. The reference of Hamelin teaches a plurality of gas passages wherein each gas passage has a first 
cylindrical shape for a portion of its length extending from the upstream side, a second coaxial cylindrical shape with a smaller diameter 
connected to the first cylindrical shape and extending for a portion of its length, a coaxial conical shape connected to the second cylindrical 
shape for the length of the remaining portion of the diffuser plate, with the upstream end of the conical shape having substantially the same 
diameter as the second cylindrical shape and the downstream end of the conical shape having a larger diameter. Hamelin teaches all the 
claimed limitation of claims 23 and 36 and the comprizing language of the claims do not prevent or limit any additional parts as being 
argued. Applicant should note that the test of obviousness is not express suggestion of the claimed invention in any or all references but 
rather what the references taken collectively would suggest to those of ordinary skill in the art presumed to be familiar with them. In re 
Rosselet, 347 F.2d 847, 146 USPQ 183 (CCPA 1965); In re Hedges, 783 F.2d 1038. 

Regarding the other arguments, the applicant hasn't argued anythind except the teachings of Metzner, White et al do not cure the 
deficiencies. The Examiner disagres with the applicant's arguments. 
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
